Any  person  failing  to  return  a  Book  on  the  day  Appointed,  is 
subject  to  a  fine  of  five  pence  each  running  day,  until  it  is  returned 
or  paid  for — and  is  also,  'til  then,  deprived  of  the  use  of  the  library, 
and  the  Librarian  has  particular  orders  to  enforce  this  law. 

When  a  fine  exceeds'four  dollars,  the  excess  may  be  compound- 
ed for  by  the  Directors  at  their  discretion,  according  to  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case. 

No  Books  to  be  delivered  from  the  libra'*y  to  proprietors  or  sub- 
scribers, (or  renewed,)  without  an  order  in  writings  or  their  initials 
placed  opposite  the  name  of  the  work,  in  the  register  of  the  library. 

Any  proprietor  or  subscriber  wishing  to  renew  a  Book,  must 
produce  the  same  to  the  Librarian ;  but  no  new  work  can  be  re- 
newed, until  it  has  been  in  the  library  six  months. 

The  proprietor  or  subscriber  who  first  applies  to  the  Librarian 
for  any  Book,  shall  have  it  first,  and  the  others  in  the  order  they 
apply,  if  they  desire  him  to  enter  their  names  for  that  purpose ; 
and  when  any  subscriber  makes  application  for  a  Book  that  is 
engaged,  the  Librarian  shall  inform  him  when  the  time  allowed  for 
reading  it  will  expire,  and  if  he  does  not  apply  for  the  same  the 
day  it  is  returned,  (provided  it  be  duly  returned,)  the  Librarian 
may  deliver  it  to  another  subscriber. 

No  person  shall  exchange  Books  twice  in  the  same  day. 
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If  any  proprietor  or  subscriber  shall  lend  a  Library  Book,  or 
receive  one  from  any  other  person,  than  the  Librarian,  he  shall 
forfeit  and  be  deprived  the  use  of 

the  Library,  until  the  forfeit  is  paid. 

Any  Book  torn  or  injured  in  the  hands  of  a  proprietor  or  sub- 
scriber, becomes  his,  and  must  be  paid  for  double  the  value  with 
that  of  the  set  to  which  it  belongs ;  and  it  is  incumbent  on  every 
person  to  take  care  that  the  Book  is  in  good  order  before  he  takes 
It  out,  as  he  will  be  deprived  of  the  use  of  the  library  until  this 
rule  is  complied  with — and  any  subscriber  finding  a  Book  imper- 
fect, is  requested  to  give  the  Librarian  immediate  notice. 

Books  lost  to  be  paid  for  at  the  discretion  of  the  Directors. 

The  Librarian  shall  keep  an  exact  Catalogue  of  the  Books,  to 
be  open  at  all  times  to  the  subscribers,  but  it  shall  not  be  taken 
out  of  the  library. — Subscribers  will  be  furnished  with  printed 
catalogues,    upon    application  to    the  Librarian,    upon    paying 

for  the  same.
